The 
guardian of tle temple, knowing that if ho had 
not told the people to pray to the dragon, the lat~ 
ter would not have boon killed, was very sorry, aud 
taking ajar, caught the blood of the dragon as 
it trickled to the earth. Ho then placed the jar
